Flying across country in his famous 


"Red Devil," Mayor Tom L. Johnson 
has invaded, since this campaign be- 


gan, many Republican strongholds and 
has spoken, to irom 4,000 to 6,000 peo- 
ple every night. In addition he has 
addressed morning and afternoon as- 
semblages ranging from 400 to 1,000 
people. It has been a whirlwind cam- 
paign, and, though the physical strain 
on Mr. Johnsoa has been intense, he 
shows up every morning after a short 
night's rest, smiling and 
chipper as 


ever. The endurance of this man from 
Cleveland, who seems to be able to 
talk at any time and any place with- 
out tiring a minute, is marvelous. 


"Mr. 
Johnson, I understand you 


have said that General Charles Dick 
does not pay his debts," said a 
gtranger, interrupting the mayor at 
his Perry county meeting. "Isn't it 
true that you owe ?400,000 back taxes 
in Cuyahoga county and refuse to pay 
them?" 


"It is true that Charley Dick does 


not pay his debts, I am informed," re- 
plied Mr. Johnson, laughing, "and it 
is not true that I don't pay my taxes. 
It is a long time since that question 
has beea put to me. It has been an- 
swered by the people of Cleveland in 
five successive elections to the extent 
of over 5,000 majority each time. As 
a political issue it is played out there. 
Morganthaler, the tax 
inquisitor— 


that's the man who brought the suit 
against me—would get 25 per cent of 
all that he could collect from me. He 
has never made any effort to collect; 
that is, not through the courts, for he 
has never been ready for the suit to 
be tried. There is so little truth in 
the charge that I owe back taxes that 
I told Morganthaler that if he would 
find this property on which he claimed 
I had not paid taxes, I would give him 
half of the property.

Is my answer to 
your question satisfactory?" 


'Never mind about that. Mr. John- 


son, but I will admit that you have 
presented the matter in a light that 
had never occurred to me."

lell, don't you?" 


"Yes, but" - 
"Do you know how many million 


dollars are now in tbe hands of the 
railroad 
companies of the 
United 


States made up of those $10 deposits?" 


"No." 
"Well, my friend, it amounts to a 


great deal more than you or I will 
ever possess, in all probability. The 
railroads do not pay any interest on 
that money, though they have the use 
of it. Don't you think a 2-cent fare, 
that would keep that money in the 
hands of the commercial travelers 
would be of some benefit to them? 
What do you say?"_ 


"I haven't anything to say. I'm do- 


ing some thinking." 


"Well, my friend, if the masses of 


the people also do some thinking be- 
tween now and the 3rd of November,

A FATAL ACCIDENT 


Asa Dennis Who Had Been Hauling Stone to Newark 


Killed Within Sight of His Own Home in 


Madison Township. 


Asa Dennis died Tuesday morning 


about 8 o'clock at his home in Madi- 
son township, five miles northeast of 
Newark, as a rosult of an accident that 
occurred Monday evening. " 


Mr. Dennis, who was about 40 years 


of age had been engaged in hauling 
stone to the city. He was returning 
home about 8 o'clock Monday evening 
and whi'e going; down a lane about a 
quarter of a mile in length near his 
residence he met with the accident 
which resulted in his death twelve 
hours later. 


While sitting by his table Mr. Byron 


Shaw, a neighbor of Mr. Dennis, heard 
a noise outside that sounded like a 
team of horses running away. Believ- 
ing that an accident bad happened Mr. 
Shaw went out to investigate and he 
soon found the form «f an unconscious 
man lying in the road. A tea~a and 
wagon were nearby. 
The man. who 


proved to be his neighbor, Mr Dennis. 
remained in an unconscious condition 
till he died, so that' he was unable to

PECULIARITIES OF A TOWN THAT 


GREW TO A CITY ALMOST 


IN A NIGHT.'

with. It is as orderly as any town 
could possihly be. The laws are strictly 
eniorced, e\en to the Jaw casing sa- 
loon." on Sunuay. It' one stands on the 
water front, where most of the saloons 
arc, at fivt> minutes before midnight on 
Saturday night he will not sec a dozen 
persons. Two minutes after midnight, 
however, the street 
will be crowded 


and hundreds of men and women will 
be seen on the sidewalks. Precisely at 
the stroke of 12 the crowds in the sa- 
loons are thrown out in the street and 
the doors are closed, to remain closed 
until Monday morning. 
There is no 


toolishness about this closing of sa- 


plenty dark enough. It is seldom that 
the «ky is overcast at night and the 
moon and stars, and, above all, the 
glorious aurora borealls, add a charm 
to the nights which old residents pro- 
fess to believe are even more charming 
than those of the summer. 


There is not much snow In this sec- 


tion of the'country in the winter time. 
Two or three feet is about the deepest 
that it ever gets and it is very seldom 
that the fall at any one time exceeds 
two or three inches.

"The Very cold weather Is pleasant," 


said one old resident of Dawson in dia- 
. ussing it. "There is no discomfort or 
danger when the thermometer registers 
at CO or 70 below zero, but when it gets 
;rp to 30 it is just like spring and people 
sxpose themselves and that is when 
tLey take cold and suffer the conse- 
quences. 1 would sooner live in Daw- 
son when the thermometer was at 70 
below zero than in the east when it 
was zero."

During the winter months there is 


very little or no wind and the atmos- 
phere is absolutely dry. It the wind 
blew or it was damp it would, of course, 
te impossible to live. 


Out on the creeks, near where Bo- 


nanza creek enters the Klondike river, 
is the little town of Grand Foiks, a 
bustling village which owes its exist- 
ence to the fact that it is much nearer 
the mines than Dawson.

The ground on which Dawson is built 


is peculiar. It is swamp-like, and al- 
though the worst part of the swainps 
have been filled in, the soft swampy 
ground underneath is still frozen. In 
the hottest days of summer—and it 
gets very hot in Darrson—it is only 
necessary to dig down a foot or eigh- 
teen inches at the outside to reach the 
irozen ground, and the ice. Many of 
the largest buildings of the city are 
built on the solid ice, and the greatest 
of care is necessary m loading the big 
warehouses in order to keep them Irom 
tipping over on their insecure founda 
tions. They must be trimmed like ships 
to prevent their collapse. The vault in 
one of the large company- stores has 
sunk more than three feet since it was 
put in, three years ago. 


Nearly all of the buildings in Dawson 


are built of logs. The warehouses and 
hotels and other particularly large 
buildings are covered with corrugated 
Iron to keep them from catching fire, 
lor there is little protection, and a fire 
once started would sweep the town. 


While the Canadian flag floats over 


the town of Dawson, more than 60 per 
cent, of the people living here are Am- 
erican citizens. A large percentage of 


its clubs are far better than me aver- 
age clubs in towns- of tour or five times 
its size<m the states. , Its people, like 
all the people in this far away part of 
the country, are what may best be de- 
scribed as "hustlers." 
There is no 


place for drones in this country, and 
the result is that a visitor finds him- 
self in the midst of a set of young, 
bright, sharp, hard-working business 
men ,that it would be hard to beat any- 
where in the country. 


It would be hard to find a more beau- 


tiful place to live in the summer time 
than this town, which most people "on 
the outside" seem to think is nothing 
but an iceberg, populated principally by 
starving miners and polar bears. There 
ia very little rain in the summer time 
and the climate is delightful. The ther- 
mometer very often goes above SO, but 
after the sua goes down, which is late 
in the evening, it becomes cool anfl 
makes sleeping as^great a pleasure as 
slaying awake is in the daytime. 


One of the most peculiar features of 


the country in the summer to the visi- 
tor is the long days. It never gets dark 
in Dawson during the summer time an/1 
during June and July lights are entire- 
ly out of commission.

WEBB STREET VIADUCT. 


Committee fleets in Council Chamber This Even- 


ing—Outline of the Object of the Committee 


And History of the Webb Street Closing. 


The Advocate is glad to see that an 


organized movement has begun look- 
ing to the 
construction of a viaduct 


over the B. & O. railroad, to give the 
people of the First Ward, lying south 
ot the railroad, known as Texas, ac- 
cess northward over the tracks. The 
people of. that locality have certainly 
had hard luck in the last ten years, 
and this has come from unjust 
and 


unwarranted treatment. 
About 
the 


year 1871, and 
before 
the B. & O. 


leased the Central Ohio railroad, the 
Texas region was laid out in city lots, 
and Webb street was laid out and reg- 
ularly opened from Main street south 
over the then single track of the Cen- 
tral Ohio, to the Licking river, 
an<l 


became an absolute street and public 
highway of said city, and was contin- 
ually used as such. A great many peo- 
ple, 
and many of humble means, pur- 


chased lots in Texas and erected their 
homes in that locality, until quite a 
large and thriving population occupied, 
the territory in good faith, and de- 
pended on Webb street their only out- 
let, and that its integrity as a street 
would be preserved- 


In 1872 the B. & O leased the Cen- 


tral Ohio, and commenced to build its 
shops and lay additional tracks over 
Webb street and continued doing so 
until, at present, 
there are thirty 


tracks over Webb street; but still the 
people there had the right and did use 
the street. In 1888 the B. & 0. sug- 
gested to the city council that if it 
would vacate Webb street, the com- 
pany would replace it with a iiaduct 
over Webb street crossing, or at 
a 


short distance east of it, and presented 
to the council blue prints of the pro- 
posed viaduct. The council acquiesced 
in the proposition and the matter 
would perhaps have been carried out 
then, but that time the B. & O. be- 
came embarrassed and the matter was 
dropped, and things went on as they 
were. 


About the year 1898 the B. & O. ap- 


plied to the council to vacate Webb 
street, suggesting~as a reason that it 
would relieve 
•Second, 
Third 
and 


Fourth streets from the 
switching 


nuisance; and it is said suggested the 
old project for a viaduct for the ben- 
efit of Texas. The council passed the 
ordinance vacating"'Web D street. 
The 


B. & O. at once closed it up, and the 
people were absolutely shut off from 
j the use of the sam'el and were deprived 
ot all access nortBward, and in times 
of high water shut'off from-all part» 
ot the city. 
s f '• . 


The people of Texas applied to the 


court of common pleas to enjoin the 
shutting up of Webb street, and Judge 
Jones of the common pleas granted the 
injunction. 
The company appealed 


the matter to the circuit court, and 
that court dissolved the 
injunction, 


holding the people of Texas had no 
right to the street whatever and de- 
nying them any remedy or relief. 


And so matters have remained 
to 


the present time. That part of the city 
has become nearly ruined, and the 
property greatly depreciated in valae. 
The present city council has" now taken 
the matter up, and is asking the as- 
sistance of its citizens and the B. & 
O. to do something in the matter. In 
June last a petition was presented to 
the council by the people of Texas 
asking for relief, the same was re- 
ferred to the street committee, which 
reported to the city council that relief 
ought to be granted, and that a com- 
mission should be appointed by 
the

Invented by Prof. Chamberlain That Adds to 


Fame of Denison Universty's Scientific 


Laboratories a World Wide 


Importance.

are aware of the fact that an instru- 
ment capable of the finest degree of 
measurement yet attained is now be- 
ing studied and used -for the solution 
of several momentous physical prob- 
lems in the laboratory of Denison uni- 
versity, says the Denisonian. The col- 
lege paper continues as follows: It is 
a recent invention - of Prof. C. W. 
Chamberlain and reflects the highest 
honor on him and his-alma mater as 
it has already proved itself to be one 
of the most important discoveries in 
a score of years and the possibilities 
of its usefulness are weU nigh inex- 
haustible. 


The finest measurements made to- 


day are peHornred by optical methods 
and Prof. Chamberlain's instrument 
makes possible a degree of measure- 
ment ten times finer than the best pre- 
viously attained by Prof. Wichelson of 
the University of Chicago brought oat 
a few years ago by his interferometer, 
an 3nsJn;ment canable of measuring 
optirallv in terms of wave lengths of 
licht 
it "was supposed that this in-

"Falling stars are accounted for by

When these same beings all in- 
sist upon getting into the bath at once 
the water splashes over the side, and it 
rains. The winds that sigh in the 
night are the voices of babies that 
have lost their way in their travels to 
the land beyond the grave.
